Indianapolis, March 1.—Both houses 
of the legislature are in session today, 
the first time the senate has depriv ed 
itself of th#» Saturday holiday. 
A bill aimed at “joy riding” automo­ 
bile driv ers who speed up their ma­ 
chines and get away before their iden­ 
tity can be established after an acci­ 
dent, was passed in the senate. 
The 
bill mak es it compulsory on a driv er to 
stop after a collision with any other 
v ehicle or with a pedestrian and giv e 
his or her name and address to the in­ 
jured 
person. 
Among 
other 
bills 
passed was the bill extending the 
terms of ev ery county school superin­ 
tendent in Indiana two years, and the 
anti-cocaine measure restricting the 
sale of habit-forming drugs. 
The "milk trust" bill, designed to 
prev ent the 
monopolization of the 
creamery business, was passed by a 
v ote of 35 to 4. 
The measure has 
passed the house. 
It mak es the "un­ 
fair discrimination” application apply 
to those dealers in milk and milk prod­ 
ucts who buy or sell milk products at 
a price lower in one community than 
in another. 
This is designed to pre­ 
v ent the crowding ojit of small deal- j 
ers. 
The house bill prohibiting the 
sale of plumes tak en from wild birds 
nativ e to Indiana was k illed by a v ote 
of 22 to 20. 
Garnishee Bill W ill Not Down. 


A test of strength on the new' gar­ 
nishee bill, a measure w hich has been ’ 
a nightmare to many of the legislators, 
came up in the house w'hen the friends 
of the bill succeeded in strengthening 
it with an amendment and then passed 
it to third reading with nine v otes to 
spare. 
Among the bills passed were 
the measure to legalize the collection 
by sheriffs of "in and out” fees from

Washington, Marhc 1.—In defiance 
of the temperance sentiment of the 
country, one of the last big official acta 
of President Taft has been the plant­ 
ing of himself firmly upon the constitu­ 
tion. That is what he did when he v e­ 
toed the Webb bill prohibiting the 
shipment of liquor from a wret into a 
dry state wriien intended for use in 
v iolating the lawr. 
The president’s v eto was promptly 
ov erridden by the senate by a v ote of 
63 to 21. It is expected that the house 
will follow' the lead of the senate and 
that the bill will be put 
011 the statute 
book s ov er the president’s official ob­ 
jection. 
President Taft based his v eto en­ 
tirely on what he regards as the un- 
constitutionality of the law. 
The president declared the Webb 
bil to be a v iolation of the interstate 
commerce clause of the constitution 
in that it prov ides for a delegation by 
congress to the states of the power to 
regulate 
interstate 
commerce 
in 
liquor, w'hich pow'er the constitution 
v ests exclusiv ely in congress.
